The C ty Election. 


The city election will take place next: 


Tuesday, and considerable activity is 
being manifested in behalf of the candi- 
dates for mayor and for board of alder- 
men. 
With these exceptions there is 


little interest in the campaign, as there 
is no contest for any place on the school 
committee and comparatively few con- 
tests for the representative council, 


A large committee has been formed 


to promote the cause of Senator Clark 
Burdick for mayor. 
A meeting of vol- 


unteer workers was held on Monday 
evening, when a committee was organ- 
ized with William R. Harvey as chair- 
man, Edward A. Sherman as secretary 
and Max Levy.as treasurer. 
The exec- 


utive committee will consist of the offi- 
cers and one member from each ward- 
Fletcher W. Lawton, Benjamin F. Tan- 
ner, James P. Cozzens, J. Henry Reu- 
tor nnd Andrew S. Meikle. A campaign 
slogan, "Ability and Experience," was 
adopted and much enthusiasm was man- 
ifested.

Representative Council. 


The session of the representative 


council on Friday evening of last week 
was rather interesting, there being con- 
siderable debate upon a number of the 
important questions that came 
up. 


The salaries of the mayor and aldermen 
were fixed at the same amounts as this 
year, although a motion was made to 
reduce them. The council votod to put 
the High School proposition on the bal- 
lot at the December election, but there 
was some opposition lo this. 
The at- 


tendance was about the largest at any 
meeting of the council with the excep- 
tion of the annual meeting for election 
of city officers, there being but nine ab- 
sentees. 


A resolution was presented fixing the 


salaries of the Mayor and board of al- 
dermen at ?1800 and $500 respectively 
as at present, 
Ex-Mayor Garrettson 


moved to make the salary of Mayor 
$1200 and of the aldermen $260, urging 
the necessity for cutting down ex- 
penses. 
Dr. Brackett seconded the 


motion nnd also considered it desirable 
to have an accounting for the extra $50° 
that is allowed the Mayor for purposes 
of entertainment. The motion for the 
smaller salaries was defeated 
and the 


amounts were then fixed at the present 
figures. 


A communication was received from 


the board of aldermen calling attention 
to 
some 
addition:1! 
appropriations 


needed, and also recommending that 
steps be taken lo secure the Congiion 
lot on Broadway for purk purposes in 
order to prevent Ihe erection of a 
garage there. The communication wns 
accompanied by the report of the alder- 
manic committee that had investigated 
this matter. 


A resolution was then passed direct- 


ing the city solicitor to appear before 
the General Assembly and secure the 
passage of an act allowing the city of 
Newport to secure the Congdon land for 
park purposes. 


A resolution was adopted making an 


additional .appropriation of $1000 for 
council 
and 
aldermen. 
Resolutions 


were adopted making transfers of va- 
rious amounts from different items in 
the police and fire department budget 
so that they can be used for other pur- 
poses. 


The next item was Ihe communica- 


tion from the school committee, ac- 
companied by a resolution directing that 
the proposition lo appropriate $365,000 
for High School extension be placed on 
the ballot at the December election. 
Dr. Beck asked if the extension could 
not be postponed for a few years, when 
a large amount of money n ight be 
saved when the cost of. building is 
lower than at present. Mr. Garrettson 
spoke of the great overhead expense 
that would bo entailed by this expendi- 
ture and asked if the out-of-town pupils 
pay enough tuition to meet the ex- 
penses. Superintendent Lull then took 
the floor and went into the various sug- 
gestions that had been made to meet 
the present conditions without a new 
building. He pointed out many defects 
in the two-session plnn, and did not 
think that the council chamber in the 
City Hall would prove of value except 
to meet a sudden emergency. 
He said 


that the out-of-town pupils now pay $75 
a year tuition which is based on running 
and overhead expenses but not on de- 
preciation. A vote on the resolution- 
was then taken and the proposition was 
ordered placed on the ballot. 


The ordinance covering admissions lo 


the Henderson Home for Aged Men 
was amended by striking out the re- 
quirement for applicants' for admission 
to have been residents of Newport for 
the five years "next preceding" their 
applications, so that the board may ad- 
mit a former Ncwporter who has lived 
away. 


A number of transfers of 
appropria- 


tions in the highway department budget 
were changed to other items at the re- 
quest of the sfrtel commissioner, but 
hot until aftcf Councilman Mally had 
arraigned the management of the de- 
partment this year. 
The Park Com- 


mission and the Recreation Commission 
also had a few transfers granted, 


A communication was received from 


Admiral Knight expressing Ms thanks 
for the improvements to "Training Sta- 
tion road. 
On rccWmendation of the 


assessor* of taxes, Daniel Roach and 
Benjamin Carter were given leave to 
withdraw their petitions for remission 
t>f taxes. 
A resolutirn was adopted 


making an appropriation of $125 for ex- 
tension of tbe sewer in Bliss road. A 
large number of petitions for street im- 
provement, 
new 
sidewalks, 
street 


lights, sewers, etc., were referred to 
the representative council for 1917 so 
that they may go before the next com- 
mittee of 25. 


The session lasted for about an hour 


and a half. 


Liquor Licenses O anted. 


Late last week the board of license 


commissioners acted upon the applica- 
tions for liquor licenses for Ihe year be- 
ginning December 1st. Much interest 
was taken in this meeting as Admiral 
Knight, the commandant of the Narra- 
gan'sett B<.y Naval District, and others 
had made strong protests against the 
granting of any licenses on Market 
square. 
However, the board decided 


to issue licenses to the two present 
holders, Charles Ritt and John C. At- 
water, wilh the understanding that no 
applications for the square for the foil 
lowing year would be considered and 
also that the licensees would make 
every endeavor to find some other lo- 
cation at once. 
This action by the 


board was a great disappointment to 
Admiral Knight, and 
he 
had 
be- 


gun preparations for the erection of a 
strong fence to shut off all communica- 
tion between the Government Landing 
and Market square,-This would work 
considerable hardship to many civilian 
employees who have been accustomed 
to use the square as a means bf ap- 
proach to the Government Landing. 
However after a talk with Chairman 
Mchan of the license commission, work 
Ml the fence has been stopped pending 
tUrlner'changes. 


The license commission granted li- 


Whses to all the present holders, whole- 
sale and retail, with the exception of 
the wholesale license of Patrick H. 
Horgan, whose application was laid on 
the table, with the probability 'that'll 
will be granted later. 
All the applica- 


tions for new licenses were refused, the 
board being opposed to-any increase, 
although under (he last State census 
they would be enabled to grant new li- 
censes if they were so disposed. 
In all 


the board granted eight wholesale li- 
censes, 45 retail, three special summer, 
and nine club licenses. Under th'e 1915 
census, which gives the city of New- 
port 30,472 inhabitants, the board would 
be empowered to grant sixty retail li- 
censes. 


The retail licenses are distributed 


through the city as follows: Thames 
street IB, Long wharf 8, West Broad- 
way 5, Market square 2, Levin street 
2, and the.following streets one each, 
Prospect Hill, West Pelham, Pelham, 
Touro, Spring, 
Washington 
square, 


William, State, West Marlboro, and 
Middleton avenue. 


There are three wholesale establish- 


ments on Thames street, two each on 
Washington square and West Pelham 
street, and one on Commercial wharf. 


It is understood that Robert J. Mar- 


tin, who made application for a license 
at 189 Thames street, is negotiating for 
the purchase of the establishment of 
Patrick Nolan and Son on William 
street. 


Mr. Wallace R. Brown appeared 
at

• cult fur the Jewelers to melt them up 
and add the ticvi-ssiuy alloys to pro- 
duce ihe ilfgree of line-ness desired for 
the jewelry they wore galng to make. 


"However," says the Jeweler, "it 


was not long after this practice be 
came more or less general that the 
government authorities began to won- 
der what was becoming of the twenty 
dollar gold coins. They began missing 
tho ten dollar ones, too, but the dis- 
appearance of tho former was by far 
tho more rapid. The officials did not 
think that the people of the country 
were hoarding tho gold, because most 
of the smaller coins remained In cir- 
culation. So a quiet In vest I gal I on was 
begun, and It was not long before It 
wsa discovered that the makers of 
gold Jewelry were melting them up 
for trade purposes. 
^ "Having found, the cause, It was not 


difficult for the officials to effect a cure. 
They did It by 'peppering' tho twenty 
dollar coins with iridlnm, which Is , 
not altogether unlike black emery In | 
Jhe crude slate, requiring n heat of ; 
3,542 degrees P. lo.melt It. 
Gold, on i 


the other hand, can be mellcd at 1.91H I 
degrees F. Krom this it Is easy to see 
that the unsuspecting manufacturer, 
melting up gold pieces at the temper- 
ature required, got n number of mi- 
melted specks of Irldluui In his metal 
when ho let It cool. This made trouble 
when the uictal was worked up. 


"At the tlnie"this was being done 


there was a great vogue'for tlue^Etrus- 
cau work lii solid gold,' which required 
a perfectly smooth surface in order t" 
be produced properly. Imagine Ihc ills 
may of the jewelers, therefore, when 
they found the riiuph heeded'smooth 
•urface dotted here and there' with lit- 
tle pepper-like specks of iridium. To 
leave them lu, meant that the decora- 
tive work co'vlid not be'done properly.^ 
and to-tak'elthem"out meant'leaving 
the piece pockmarked with tiny'hole's.' 
It was not long before the gold pieces." 
whether they contained Irldlum or not, 
were eyed with suspicion by' the man- 
ufacturers, who then0secured 'their' 
metal from other sources. 


"Andth'ef way In which Iridium caus- 


ed some trouble for the gold Jewelry 
trade had Its birth In the assay office. 
While It was not often the case. It was 
not a rare thing up until about ten 
years ago to find a sprinkling of Irl- 
dlum in the fine gold purchased from 
the government assayer. While this 
might possibly have been avoided by a 
little more care on the part of the per- 
sons who had charge of preparing the 
Bcrap metal for refining, It was gener- 
ally regarded In the trade as acciden- 
tal. It happened because the clips aud 
filings that were turned in for refining 
by the makers of gold pens contained 
tiny bits of Irldlum, which because of 
Its hardness Is used for tipping the 
pens. This does not happen any more. 


'.Twenty dollar gold pieces figured In 


another Interesting way In the o!d days 
In the jewelry trade, but in a way that 
affected the trade much more indirect- 
ly than directly. Knowing that a good 
price could be had for scrap gold from 
the refiners, the gold probably finding 
an ultimate purchaser in the jewelry 
trade, unscrupulous persons had sev- 
eral ways of obtaining this scrap 
• till leaving enough of the coins to pass 
them on unsuspecting tradesmen and 
banks that were not careful enough to 
"Weigh them when they were tendered. 


"One way of doing this was tt> 'strip' 


a coin by putting It Into an electro 
chemical bath, getting thereby a slight 
residue of gold on a copper plate, which 
was afterward melted and the 
separated. This method was not very 
popular, as it bad a tendency to 
color the coin. 


"One of the most successful schemes 


was the use of a specially prepared 
toale and female die. The diameter of 
the die was about one one-thousandth 
»f an Inch smaller than the diameter 
of the coin, and It was so made tiiat 
after the resultant rim of metal was 
cut of! the niilHM edges remained. The 
gold thus obtained from a single twen 
ty dollar coin wns probably worth 
about it) wuts. and the coin Itself, to . 
all appearances, had not been turn 
|«tred with. When the practice wa* 
discovered tl;c banks installed scales I 
on wLIch they weighed cold coins 
before aceppiintr them."—New York
